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CREDIT  UNIONS 

The  statistical  information  provided  in  the  following  review  and  in  supporting 
schedules  and  composite  statements,  relates  to  the  twelve  months'  period  from 
July  1,  1959  to  June  30,  1960,  inclusive. 

During  the  period  ending  June  30,  1960,  one  new  credit  union  began  business, 
eleven  entered  into  liquidation. 

The  following  facts  and  figures  present  highlights  of  the  composite  financial  con- 
dition of  the  credit  unions  on  June  30,  1960  and  changes  effective  during  the  previ- 
ous twelve  months'  period. 

Total  Assets 

On  June  30, 1960  the  454  credit  unions  in  operation  had  total  assets  of  $199,951,192 
which  represents  an  increase  of  $14,851,336  or  8.02%  over  the  figure  of  June  30, 
1959. 

Personal  Loans 

Personal  loans  to  members  which  represent  a  major  phase  of  the  operations  and 
objectives  of  credit  unions  chartered  by  the  Commonwealth,  continued  the  upward 
trend  of  prior  years  as  the  unsecured  and  partially  secured  classification  rose  ap- 
proximately $4,967,782  to  the  present  outstanding  balance  of  $46,049,166  and  the 
secured  group  increased  $5,703,051  to  $29,706,607.  Together  these  two  classifica- 
tions comprise  37.89%  of  total  assets  at  the  present  time. 

Real  Estate  Loans 

Holdings  in  real  estate  loans  secured  by  first  mortgages  also  continue  to  expand. 
The  present  outstanding  balance  of  $62,256,564  representing  31.14%  of  total  assets 
reflects  an  increase  of  $6,098,746  for  the  twelve  months'  period. 

Investments  in  Bonds  and  Notes 

Investments  in  bonds  and  notes,  most  of  which  are  in  U.S.  Government  obliga- 
tions, increased  $4,640,459  during  the  year.  The  present  book  value  of  $26,254,031 
or  13.13%  of  total  assets  continues  to  represent  a  substantial  segment  of  these 
assets. 

Other  Investments 

During  the  current  twelve  months'  period,  holdings  in  shares  of  cooperative 
banks  decreased  $2,377,872  to  a  present  total  of  $12,916,062  and  deposits  in  savings 
banks  and  in  savings  departments  of  trust  companies  and  national  banks  decreased 
$1,751,002  to  an  outstanding  balance  of  $6,737,100.  Investments  in  bank  stocks 
increased  $5,577  to  a  total  book  figure  of  $3,697,567  during  the  same  period. 

Cash   on  Hand  and  Due  from  Depository  Banks 

Uninvested  assets  represented  by  cash  on  hand  and  balances  due  from  depository 
banks  subject  to  check,  decreased  $1,846,640  during  the  year  and  the  present  com- 
bined total  of  $7,745,269  equals  3.87%  of  total  assets. 
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Shares  and  Deposits 

Outstanding  share  capital  increased  $12,401,931  or  8.27%  during  the  year  to  a 
present  balance  of  $162,379,376  which  is  held  by  415,956  members.  Deposits  in- 
cluding club  accounts  decreased  $691,213  to  a  total  of  $10,508,530. 

Capital  Reserves 

Reserves  available  for  shrinkage  and  loss,  as  represented  by  the  guaranty  fund, 
undivided  earnings,  and  the  reserve  fund,  increased  $2,030,189  during  the  period 
and  the  present  combined  total  of  $20,402,233  represents  10.20%  of  total  assets.

Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Commissioner  of  Banks  promulgated  no  rules  and  regulations  relating  to 
credit  unions  during  the  period  beginning  July  1,  1959  and  ending  June  30,  1960. 
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CENTRAL  CREDIT  UNION  FUND,  INC. 

The  aggregate  assets  of  this  corporation  which  under  the  provisions  of  statute 
(Chapter  216,  Acts  of  1932  as  amended),  is  owned  and  administered  by  those 
Massachusetts  credit  unions  who  voluntarily  become  members,  amounted  to 
$704,125.39  at  the  close  of  business  on  June  30,  1960.  The  capital  of  the  corpora- 
tion is  derived  from  the  sale  of  shares  to  its  members,  and  together  with  undis- 
tributed earnings,  it  provides  a  reserve  fund  which  is  available  to  the  member  credit 
unions  through  the  medium  of  secured  or  unsecured  loans,  for  temporary  liquidity 
requirements.  Under  the  statutes,  the  corporation  may  also  borrow  for  the  purpose 
of  augmenting  the  reserve  fund. 

A  detailed  statement  of  condition  of  this  corporation  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 


CREDIT  UNION  EMPLOYEES  RETIREMENT  ASSOCIATION 

The  Credit  Union  Employees  Retirement  Association  was  created  under  Chapter 
509  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended  by  Chapter  121  of  the  Acts  of  1954  which  is 
included  in  General  Laws,  Chapter  171,  Section  31,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
pensions  for  eligible  employees  of  participating  credit  unions,  the  Massachusetts 
CUNA  Association,  Inc.,  the  Credit  Union  League  of  Massachusetts,  Inc.,  and  the 
Central  Credit  Union  Fund,  Inc.,  who  retire  on  account  of  age  or  disability. 

As  of  the  present  report,  there  are  twenty-three  member  credit  unions  plus  one 
association.

At  the  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1960,  67  banks  had  been  authorized  to  op- 
erate branch  offices,  and  there  were  117  branches  in  operation. 
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Assets 

The  total  as'sets  of  such  banks  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $6,502 
million.  During  the  fiscal  year  the  assets  increased  approximately  $278  million, 
an  increase  of  4.46  per  cent,  which  represents  a  continual  increase,  although  some- 
what less  than  the  average  increase  during  the  past  five  years.

Investments  in  all  types  of  notes,  bonds,  etc.,  which  savings  banks  are  permitted 
to  acquire  have,  in  general,  decreased.  U.  S.  Government  holdings  have  decreased 
approximate^  $20  million,  municipal  obligations  $4  million,  other  types  of  bonds 
$18  million,  and  the  banks  have  acquired  a  slightly  larger  investment  in  bank  and 
fire  insurance  company  stocks,  although  the  increase  amounting  to  $700  thousand 
was  not  material. 

The  largest  dollar  and  percentage  gain  as  compared  to  figures  contained  in  the 
previous  annual  report  for  the  year  ended  October  31,  1959,  is  reflected  in  the  loans 
granted  on  real  estate.  The  dollar  increase  amounted  to  approximately  $300  million 
which  very  closely  equals  the  increase  of  a  year  ago,  which  totals  appear  to  indicate 
that  the  steady  requirement  of  funds  for  the  financing  of  home  and  business  con- 
struction is  being  provided  for  by  these  types  of  banks.  The  total  real  estate  loans 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year  amount  to  $3,880  million  and  represent 
59.67  per  cent  of  the  total  assets. 

Deposits 

The  deposit  liability  of  the  185  savings  banks  at  the  close  of  business  October  31, 
1960,  amounted  to  $5,732  million  and  represented  3,409,898  accounts.  The  club 
deposit  figure  amounting  to  $33  million  is  not  included  in  the  foregoing  amount. 
During  the  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1960,  deposits  increased  in  the  amount  of 
$252  million,  which  compares  with  an  increase  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  $256 
million  and  represents  a  normal  increase.  The  regular  deposits  for  the  past  five 
years  have  increased  an  average  of  $265  million.  During  the  fiscal  year  period,  the 
number  of  depositors'  accounts  in  savings  banks  has  increased  approximately  32,458. 

Surplus 

The  total  surplus  and  reserve  accounts  for  all  savings  banks  at  the  close  of  this 
fiscal  year  amounted  to  $611  million,  or  10.60  per  cent  of  the  total  deposits.  The 
amount  of  these  surplus  accounts  has  increased  approximately  $25  million  since  the 
fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1959.  The  volume  of  these  surplus  and  reserves,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Department,  is  adequate  to  properly  protect  the  interests  of  the 
depositors. 

Dividends 

Dividend  rates  have  continued  to  increase  during  the  twelve  months  ended 
October  31,  1960,  and  157  banks  paid  higher  dividends  during  this  fiscal  year  period 
ended  October  31,  1960,  than  were  paid  during  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year.  As 
a  result  of  these  increases  the  average  rate  of  dividend  paid  by  all  savings  banks 
increased  from  3.24  per  cent  of  a  year  ago  to  3.51  per  cent  for  this  fiscal  year  of 
1960.  The  amount  of  dividends  paid  to  depositors  for  the  twelve-month  period 
totaled  approximately  $193  million,  which  is  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of 
$20  million.  For  more  complete  details  with  respect  to  rates,  your  attention  is  di- 
rected to  statement  number  3  contained  in  this  report;  however,  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  when  reviewing  this  statement  that  the  rates  as  shown  do  not  necessarily 
indicate  the  current  rates  presently  being  paid. 
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MUTUAL  SAVINGS  CENTRAL  FUND,  INC. 

The  Mutual  Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.,  was  established  by  Chapter  44  of  the 
Acts  of  1932.  The  statute  provides  that  all  savings  banks  must  be  members  and 
that  two  separate  Funds  must  be  maintained,  a  Liquidity  Fund  and  a  Deposit 
Insurance  Fund;  the  latter  Fund  was  established  by  the  enactment  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  Acts  of  1934. 
Liquidity  Fund 

The  purpose  of  this  Fund  is  "to  assist  such  member  banks  when  they  are  tempo- 
rarily in  need  of  cash  or  hold  investments  which  cannot  be  readily  liquidated,  by 
making  loans  to  them  secured  b}^  the  pledge  of  mortgages  or  other  securities  legalhT 
held  by  such  member  banks."  The  principal  source  of  the  resources  of  this  Fund  is 
the  deposits  made  with  it  by  the  member  banks  in  compliance  with  requests  for 
such  deposits  voted  by  the  Directors  of  the  Fund  with  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Banks  and  within  the  limitations  prescribed  in  the  statute.  The  total 
resources  amounted  to  $10.7  million  at  the  close  of  business  October  31,  1960.  No 
application  for  a  loan  has  been  received  since  prior  to  the  year  of  1939. 

Deposit  Insurance  Fund 

The  purpose  of  this  Fund  is  to  insure  depositors  in  all  Massachusetts  savings 
banks  against  loss.  As  of  October  31,  1960,  this  Fund  insured  the  full  amount  of 
the  deposits  in  177  of  the  185  Massachusetts  savings  banks,  and  as  required  by 
Massachusetts  law,  it  also  insured  the  excess  of  any  depositor's  account  over  $10,000 
in  the  eight  savings  banks  which  are  members  of  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance 
Corporation.  The  net  amount  of  the  Deposit  Insurance  Fund  was  $47.8  million  at 
the  close  of  business  October  31,  1960.  The  annual  assessment  at  the  rate  of  one- 
twenty-fourth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  member  banks'  deposits,  exclusive  of  the  de- 
posits insured  bv  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation,  was  levied  on  Octo- 
ber 1,  1960. 

SAVINGS  BANK  INVESTMENT  FUND 
This  Fund  was  authorized  by  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  amended  to  per- 
mit investment  in  common  stock  by  Chapter  624  of  the  Acts  of  1955  and  com- 
menced operation  in  the  latter  part  of  1956.  Enactment  of  Chapter  219  of  the  Acts 
of  1960  enabled  its  management  to  invest  the  entire  fund,  if  deemed  advisable,  in 
common  stocks  under  the  "prudent  man"  principle  which  has  long  guided  trustees 
in  the  investment  of  trust  funds  in  this  Commonwealth,  but  reduced  the  permissible 
investment  in  the  Fund's  shares  by  the  savings  banks.  As  of  October  31,  1960,  the 
Fund's  resources,  on  the  basis  of  cost,  stood  at  $12.8  million,  of  which  68  per  cent 
was  the  cost  of  common  stocks  owned.  Fifty-six  savings  banks  and  one  savings 
bank  life  insurance  department  owned  the  11,499  outstanding  shares  of  beneficial 
interest. 

SAVINGS  BANKS  EMPLOYEES  RETIREMENT  ASSOCIATION 
The  Savings  Banks  Employees  Retirement  Association,  created  b}"  the  Acts  of 
1943,  Chapter  249,  as  amended  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  168,  Sections  74-76 
inclusive,  is  designed  to  provide  pensions  for  eligible  emplo}rees  of  participating 
banks  and  associations  who  retire  on  account  of  age  or  disability.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  one  hundred  seventy-three  member  banks  plus  five  associations.  The 
total  resources  of  this  Association  amounted  to  $16.6  million  at  the  close  of  busi- 
ness October  31,  1960.

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  167,  section  9,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  1  of  Chapter  592  of  the  Acts  of  1949, 1  have  the  honor 
of  submitting  to  you  herewith,  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Banks 
relating  to  Trust  Companies  and  Certain  Other  Financial  Institutions  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1960. 

In  accordance  with  the  amended  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  statute,  a 
report  will  be  rendered  each  year  embracing  a  review  of  pertinent  facts,  figures 
and  conditions  pertaining  to  all  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  this  depart- 
ment.  This  report  wilLcover  a  calendar  year. 

In  addition,  reports  pertaining  to  particular  types  of  supervised  institutions 
will  be  submitted  each  year.  These  reports,  which  will  include  statements  of  con- 
dition and  miscellaneous  statistical  data  relating  to  the  institutions  individually 
and  collectively,  will  cover  yearly  periods  ending  in  the  months  indicated  in  the 
following  table :

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TRUST  COMPANIES 

Four  new  Trust  Companies  opened  for  business  during  the  year  1960 :  the  Woburn 
Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Woburn  on  February  25,  1960,  the  Coolidge  Bank  and 
Trust  Company,  Watertown  on  December  1,  1960,  the  Surety  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  Wakefield  on  December  7,  1960  and  the  Brighton  Bank  &  Trust  Com- 
pany, Boston  (Brighton  District)  on  December  14,  1960. 

The  New  England  Trust  Company,  Boston  converted  to  a  national  bank  on 
October  14,  1960.  These  changes  resulted  in  a  net  gain  of  three  in  the  number  of 
trust  companies  conducting  business  on  December  31,  1960. 

The  total  resources  of  Massachusetts  Trust  Companies  on  December  31,  1960, 
numbering  sixty-five,  amounted  to  $1,957,157,000,  a  gain  of  $47,478,000  over  the 
prior  year.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  gain  was  accomplished  despite  the  con- 
version of  the  aforementioned  trust  company  causing  a  loss  of  about  $74,000,000  in 
commercial  resources. 

Net  current  operating  earnings  before  income  taxes  were  larger  by  $5,190,360 
or  about  16%.  Net  profits  before  dividends  amounted  to  $18,673,854,  an  increase 
of  $6,265,279.  Income  taxes  paid  or  accrued  increased  in  the  amount  of  $6,483,015 
and  totalled  $16,430,127.  Gross  earnings  amounted  to  $104,814,553,  an  increase  of 
$11,069,535  confined  for  the  most  part  to  interest  and  discount  on  loans,  although 
substantial  gains  occurred  in  interest  received  on  U.S.  Government  obligations, 
service  charges  and  trust  department  earnings.  Current  operating  expenses  were 
considerably  higher,  principally  due  to  increases  in  salaries,  expenses  of  occupancy 
and  interest  paid  on  deposits.  Income  taxes  amounted  to  46.80%  of  the  net  profits 
of  the  banks  before  dividends  to  stockholders.  Dividends  to  stockholders  amounted 
to  $8,734,566  or  46.77%  of  net  profits  after  taxes. 

The  percentage  of  net  capital  funds  to  total  net  assets  on  December  31,  1960  was 
9.23%  as  compared  with  9.05%  on  December  31,  1959.  The  average  for  the  past 
ten  years  is  8.75%.  Net  capital  funds  in  this  instance  does  not  include  valuation 
reserves  of  $20,170,000.  This  capital  percentage  compares  favorably  with  the 
national  average  of  all  insured  commercial  banks  in  the  country  and  is  an  indication 
of  the  financial  strength  and  stability  of  trust  companies  in  this  state. 

Commercial  Departments 
The  total  resources  of  commercial  departments  of  trust  companies  on  December 
31,  1960  amounted  to  $1,657,034,000,  a  gain  of  $34,081,000  for  the  year  of  1960. 
As  mentioned  before,  the  conversion  of  a  trust  company  with  a  large  commercial 
department  having  assets  of  $74,000,000,  to  a  national  bank  tends  to  obscure  the 
fact  that  the  total  resources  of  commercial  departments  of  all  other  trust  companies 
increased  considerably  more  than  $100,000,000.  The  principal  increase  occurred  in 
loans  which  gained  over  $34,000,000.  Deposits  expanded  by  $15,635,000  and  now 
amount  to  $1,432,687,000. 

Savings  Departments 

The  total  resources  of  the  sixty-two  savings  departments  of  trust  companies  on 
December  31, 1960  amounted  to  $300,123,000,  a  gain  of  $13,397,000  since  December 
31,  1959.  These  departments  have  enjoyed  a  steady  growth  for  the  past  four  years. 
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Perhaps  a  major  factor  in  this  growth  has  been  the  steady  increase  that  has  occurred 
in  the  rate  of  interest  paid  to  depositors.  The  average  rate  for  1960  was  2.72%,  in 
1959  it  was  2.49%,  in  1948  it  was  only  1.17%.  It  is  also  an  evidence  of  the  growing 
awareness  of  the  management  of  trust  companies  of  the  importance  of  this  phase  of 
the  banks'  operations.  Large  increases  occurred  in  the  loan  portfolio,  aggregating 
$11,603,000.  Deposits  were  larger  by  $10,114,000  and  now  amount  to  $271,266,000. 
Capital  accounts  including  the  guaranty  fund  amount  to  $22,729,000  and  bear  a 
ratio  to  total  deposits  of  8.37%. 

As  additional  protection  to  depositors  in  both  the  savings  and  commercial 
departments,  all  but  four  of  the  trust  companies  in  this  state  are  insured  by  the 
Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation,  whereby  the  accounts  of  each  depositor 
are  insured  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  $10,000. 

Trust  Departments 

The  resources  of  trust  departments  on  December  31,  1960  aggregated  $2,630,- 
310,000.  This  figure  represents  a  decrease  of  $138,855,000,  the  first,  with  one 
exception  in  1933,  that  has  occurred  since  at  least  the  turn  of  the  century.  This  was 
caused  of  course  by  the  conversion  of  a  trust  company  with  trust  assets  having  a 
book  value  of  $346,657,000  to  a  national  bank,  so  that  the  assets  of  the  remaining 
trust  companies  actually  increased  more  than  $200,000,000.  The  consistent  growth 
of  fiduciary  assets  is  significant  and  an  indication  of  the  confidence  displayed  by  the 
public  in  the  management,  skill  and  integrity  of  the  personnel  of  these  departments 
in  this  most  important  activity  and  service. 

There  are  now  thirty-seven  trust  companies  that  are  actively  exercising  trust 
department  functions.  There  are  twenty-eight  trust  companies  that  have  agency 
or  custodian  accounts  in  regard  to  which  certain  ministerial  and  agency  functions 
are  performed,  usually  by  trust  department  personnel.  This  group  of  banks  carry 
the  assets  of  agency  accounts  on  their  books  at  $4,205,061, 000  on  December  31, 1960. 

Eleven  trust  companies  held  assets  of  $395,958,000  as  transfer,  escrow,  bond  and 
coupon  paying  agent,  registrar,  depository,  or  in  similar  trustee  or  agency  capacities.

There  were  only  four  corporations  doing  business  under  this  statute  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1960,  with  total  assets  of  $15,331,000,  an  increase  of  $1,689,000  since  De- 
cember 31,  1959.  One  of  these  companies  is  a  Morris  Plan  company,  and  the  other 
three  are  banking  companies,  two  of  which  have  their  deposits  insured  up  to  $10,000 
by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation. 


TRANSMISSION  AGENCIES 

Transmission  of  money  to  foreign  countries  during  1960  by  those  holding  licenses 
under  Chapter  169  of  the  General  Laws,  amounted  to  $1,017,590,  a  decrease  of 
$67,317. 

There  were,  on  December  31,  1960,  six  licenses  in  force  to  transact  this  type  of 
business.  The  deposits  of  customers  of  these  agencies  are  protected  by  surety  or 
collateral  bonds  in  the  custody  of  the  State  Treasurer.  Their  other  assets  are  not 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner.
